should be widely read. Mr. Stuart made 
several trips in the cab of a New York Central 
locomotive to observe the reeklessness with which 
people face danger at railway tracks. The title sums 
up his observations. In 240 miles of travel he saw 
seventy-five persons narrowly escape death or serious 
injury through foolhardiness—pedestrains dashing un- 
der lowered gates and across the tracks immediately 
in front of the onrushing trains, automobilists racing 
their cars with the train and trying to beat it to a 
crossing, passengers crowding to the edge of station 
platforms and jumping on and off moving trains. Mr. 
Stuart declares that he was appalled by the indiffer- 
ence with whieh people risk their lives. 

There is always time to take the safe course. As 
«a matter of fact, the greatest risks are usually taken 
by those who are not in a hurry. Mr. Stuart tells of 
seeing three persons dash under ‘lowered gates and 
rush across the right of way immediately in front of 
the fast moving train, and then, when they reached 
the other side, stopping to watch the train pass by! 

The action of a chicken upon the high road at the 
approach of an automobile is an interesting study 
in the workings of the animal mind in one of its forms. 
But, men, supposed to have inherited a high order 
of intelligence and to be endowed with the faculty of 
reason, often make the flustered chicken appear as a 
sage for wisdom in comparison when it comes to 
behavior in the face of danger. 

Mr. Stuart emphasizes a point which the public of- 
ten overlooks in considering the subject of which he 
writes. That is the strain upon the men in the loco- 
motive cab, He was in a position to make some first 
hand observations, and he doubtless came out of his 
experience breathing a thankful sigh that his daily 
work did not take him through the nerve racking 
experience of driving a train before which people 
fairly throw themselves as if trying to commit suicide. 

A world of material has been presented to the pub- 
lic on the question of safety—in pictures, in lectures, 
in articles, and most convincingly of all, in stories 
which darken the newspaper pages almost daily. The 
men whose work brings them day by day in contact 
with the results of the foolish risking of life never 
cease to wonder at the apparent lack of common ani- 
mal intelligence displayed by their fellowmen.’’—Iowa 
Jefferson Bee.

THE QUEST IN SEARCH OF THE 

SOUTH POLE 
N a small craft—the Quest of two hundred 
| tons burden, Sir Ernest Shackleton has_ re- 
cently sailed on a 30,000-mile cruise of ex- 
ploration in southern waters, his fourth ex- 
pedition into the Antarctic. One of the tasks of the 
explorer is to trace the submerged ridge which centres 
the Atlantic from north to south, At rare and far 
distant intervals this ridge rears its crest high above 
the sea, notably at the Azores; in a few pinnacles at 
St. Paul’s Rocks, and even in grim cliffs a thousand 
or two feet in height, at Tristan d’Acuna where it 
is said to end, although Bouvet Island, far to the 
south, may be a continuation. The Quest will: in- 
vestigate these phenomena but its chief mission will 
be the searching of the three thousand miles of the 
Antarctic world that lies south of Cape Town, of 
which little or nothing is known. Not in a hundred 
years has an expedition ventured into the i¢e pack, 


or to trace out the coast, possibly, to discover great

ranges of mountains connecting with those uncovered 
by earlier explorers. Sir Ernest Shackleton is cour- 
ageous and enterprising. With a little luck he may 
bring back geographical data that will be of pro- 
found interest to the scientific world. The Quest has 
been fitted by the Marconi Company with three wire- 
less telephones sets, one for use on board, an aero- 
plane set, and a set to be taken on shore or the ice 
by landing parties. Even the aeroplane set has 2 
range of eighty miles; that on the vessel is slightly 
more powerful. The latter is expected to work in the 
Antarctic, where there is practically no interruption 
from atmospherics, up to two hundred miles. With 
Sir Ernest are seventeen other officers and hands 
and two Boy Souts. It is a curious circumstance that 
the crew numbers no able-bodied seamen, aside from 
the commanders—the sailing master and the naviga- 
tor; the remainder comprises a surgeon, meteorolo- 
gist, airman, wireless operator, naturalist, gunner and 
cook, with, of course, the engineers and electrician. 
The Boy Scouts serve as cabin boys. It is noted 
as an extraordinary paradox that the Quest is setting 
out on its adventurous voyage without. a single ex- 
perienced sailor ‘‘before the mast.’’

HEALTH TO BE TAUGHT IN 
SCHOOLS 


EACHIIING health through the formation of con- 

T crete health habits rather than by means of 

abstract theories is the objeet of a program 

recommended by the federal bureau of eduea- 

tion, The program is outlined in a pamphlet issued 

recently for use in the elementary schools of the 

country as well as among students training to be- 
come teachers. 

Included among the suggestions are a simple daily 
routine for the child himself to follow and a eareful 
system of physical examination, weighing and meas- 
uring of the children by teachers and school medical 
Individual health training is outlined 
and time is to be set aside for health instruetion 


supervisors. 


every day just as for reading or arithmetic. The 
program is the combined work of health experts and 
teachers, and so should meet with the approval of 
both sides. 

As the pamphlet points out, much that the schools 
do teach is wasted if they do not teach health also. 
This fact has been recognized for many years, and 
health instruction of a sort has resulted, but it has 
been sporadic, generalized and largely experimental. 
The present outline which makes health training spe- 
cific, and standardizes it along practieal lines. should 
advance the health of the rising generation to a 


marked degree.

During the meet- 
ings she gave nine addresses on the 
“Reorganization of the School Sys- 
tem and three, on “Education and 
permanent Peace.” There were 22 
institutes in all of these Mrs. Stan- 
ley attended nine, namely: Inglewood 
and Burbank on Monday, Tuesday; 
Corfona and Puente, Wednesday; 
Huntington Beach and Compton, on 
Thursday. She attended the largest 
meting of the week at South Pasa- 


dena where there were anout 250 
teachers, and also a meeting at 
Monrovia, and Friday she was at 


Saugus. The meetings had from 25 
to 250 in attendance. 

This is a new system of teache:s’ 
institutes under the new law and 
was watched with much interest by 
Mrs. Stanley. The old method of 
teachers’ institutes consisted of the 
teachers of the entire cosnty gather- 
ing in one convention ana tnere list- 
ened to discussions of school prob- 
lems by various experts. By this 
method the teachers of one district 
seldom got together in order to dis- 
cuss the particular preblems of their 
own district end learn of the suc- 
cessful metonds of their nelghhors. 
In a broad geaacnl way they learned 
of the problems of edhcation as it 
affected the State and Nation and 
they absorbed what they could and 
took home and tried to apply to 
their local conditions the plans that 
were sucecssful in som other dis- 


trict, no matter whether the condi- 
tions were the same or not. Very 
seldom was there a chance to dis- 


cuss their own little problems. Un- 
der the new system the county is 
districted acording to high school 
districts and thus the gatherings 
are small and the discussions are 
intimate and the local problems are 


given the highest consideration. 
Then the teachers of one particu- 
lar district get thoroughly well ac- 


quainted and are thus. better c0-op- 
erators in the school work. The gen- 
eral institute is not lost to the 
teachers as they have the Teachers’ 


Association of Southern California, 
which holds its convention in Los 
Angeles, Dec. 22 and 28. There is 


also a general county meeting of the 
teachers one week before Christmas 
in their own county when they hold 
a three-day convention and having 
had intimate discussion of their in- 
timate problems they are ready to 
consider the matters of larger im- 
port more intelligently and with a 


greater benefit. 


While away Mrs. Stanley had the 
pleasure of listening to addresses by 
the Superintendent of Kern County 
Schools, Mr. Chnowith, former city 
school superintendent, Mr. Adrian 
of Santa Barbara. Mr. Adrian is 
now prominent in Chautauqua work:

DO MOTORISTS OBJECT TO A 
GASOLINE TAX? 





California has two large and in- 


fluential associations of automobile 
owners. These associations have 
rendered most valuable services not 
only to their members but to the 


entire West by promoting the cause 
of good roads, by sign-posting the 
highways in and leading to the Gold- 
en State, by urging modern and uni- 
form automotive legislation and by 
spreading touring information. But 
these associations stepped irom the 
path of constructive effort when 
their officers used their great power 
to kill legislation designed to raise 
a large road-building fund through 
the taxation of the gasoline used by 
touring cars and motor trucks. 
Oregon and Washington are levy- 
ing such a tax without a noticeable 
protest from automobile owners who 
realize that it is not good policy to 
issue thirty-year, high-interest ponds 
for the construction of roads which 
must be rebuilt before the bonds 
have been paid off.
